Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of 
section 22 of the Passport Act, 1967 (15 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby exempts the regular employees of the Central Passport Organisation, 
their spouses and children Upto the age of 15 years, from the operation of the 
provisions of section 5 of the said Act, read with rule 8 of the Passport 
Rules, 1980 in so far as such provisions relate to the payment of fees for 
issuing an ordinary 36 page passport to be valid for 10 years or 20 years, as 
the case may be, apd its renewal and for rendering of miscellaneous services 
on such passport.
